London, Feb. 26.— England is feel- 
ing sharply the blows of Germany's 
subffltrlne fleet. This waa made plain 
by Premier Uoyd-Oeorge in the he — s 

of commons wheu he delivered his her- 
alded speech on the necessity to re- 
strict Imports. 

The submarine most be bunted 
from the deep, the pranler declared. 
There is no surer way to victory. He 
pointed out the need of tonnage to 
supply the needs of the civil and uilli- 
tacy nation, and declared that the jlttt- 
atlon calls for the g r a ^ ^ measnrsk. 

The premier declared that the gov- 
ernment hopes to deal effectively with 
the submarine menace despite the ditti- 
culUes in the way of bunting down un- 
derwater boats, and aaM that enor- 
mous sacrifices are necessary from 
the British public, as the government 
Iirop<jses to dispense with all non- 
essential importations to save ton- 
nage. 

This was the first time that It has 
been officially admitted that the Ger- 
man submarine war is crippling the 
Britisli government. 

"The grmsiHi Und oC measures are 
necessary la this sittution." declared 
the premier. "The government Is hope- 
ful of dealing effectively with this mat- 
ter, but we should be guilty of the 
worst kind of folly If we rested tran- 
quilly npon the realisation oC that 
hope. We have to fisce sctiOB and 

we have to deal ruihlfssly and pMSV^- 
ly with the tonnage (luestion." 

The premier said that more than 
1.000,000 tons of British shin^ ha* 
been assigned to France. 

"If grave and sjieedy measures are 
not talven at once we face disaster," | 
asserted the prime minister. "We 
most find ship* to bear iron ore at all 
costa. for that Is necessary for the 
making of smnwinltlon which will win 
the war." 

Lloyd-George said that for some 
time there has.been a slwrtage of ton- 
nage required for general needs of 

the natioa, and even a shortage In the 
tonnage for military purposes. The 
nation should reaUso ahoolatdy what 
the conditions were. 

**If we take drastic measures," he 
continued, "we can cOpe with the sub- 
marine menace, but if ttie nation Is 
not prepared to accept drastic meas- 
'Ores for dealing with the nmnsee. dis- 
aster is before ns. 

"There are three sets of inonBWBI 
First by the navy, as. described hy 
Sir Bdward Ohnon, first lord of bie 
admiralty; nncnnd, the Imllding of 
merchant ships; third, dispensing 
with tinnecessary commodities from

DRASTIC MOVES MUST BE TAKEN | 
BY SWEDEN AT ONCE, MIN- 
IBTCR DECLARES. 



Great Excitement Created By Warning 
—30,000,000 Kroner Needed For 
Military 



Ix)ndon. — In the debate in the Swe- 
(iisii Pai llanicnt, as reported in an PIx- j 
change Telegraph dispatch from Co- { 
penhagan, the Foreign Minister, K. A. 
Wallenberg, declared that something 
has happened in the last few days 
which makes it necessary for Sweden 
to take sterner measures to safeguard 
iier iiinilrality. 

This declaration, which lias made a 
deep impression in Sweden, was elicit- 
ed by the refusal of the so:ond iham- 
ber to vote for an appropriation of 
30,( 00,000 kroner for military purposes. 
The first chamber passed the measure, 
but when It reached the second cham- { 
her 101 votes were cast against it and ■ 
in favor of an appropriation of lO.uOO.- j 
000 kroner. I 

Vigorous efforts were made by the i 
government to obtate the larger | 
.^mount. Premier Hammarskjold and j 
the Ministers of War, Finance and | 
Foreign .\ffairs taking part in the de- j 
bates. In soundings his warning the 
Foreign Minister and the opposition 
would soon be compelled to admit that 
the sitnatioB was graver for Sweden 
than ever before. 

Stockholm newspapers say the de- 
claration of the Foreign Minister cre- 
ated the greatest excitement. 



L.ondon. — David Lloyd George, the 
British Prime Mlnlstwr, baa presented 
to the house of commons, in a speech 
lasting an hour and a half, his pro- 
gram for coping with the problem of 
■hiwtage (tf sbJpi^as space. The 

speech was a serious and grave effort, 
the premier giving audience little 
opportunity tor aivlaaae and endeav- 
oring to concentrate attention on the 
serious situation with which the na- 
tion is faced, owing to the shj^tage of 
food stocks aad tba Oaraan sabma 
rine menace. 

The premier's program lor dealing 
with the sHuatimi was aader two 
heads, the first to toeraase booM food 
production and the second the curtail- 
ment of n<m-victual imports. 

Under the first head Mc Lloyd 
George outlined a scheme for speeding 
up the farmer by guaranteeing him 
good prices for his eomsKtdities over a 
period of years, thus inviting him to 
plow and sow every inch of available 
land. This he supplemented hy the an- 
nouncement that the land owner would 
be actually forced to cultivate hi« land. 

The speedinK up of the leisurely 
British farm laborer, who for a score 
of" years has been regard.^d the poorest 
paid laborer in England, was provided 
for by the premier by guaranteeing 
him a minimum wage of 25 shillings 
per week instead of the present 14 to 
18 shillinK.=;. 

I'ndcr the head of curtailment ot 
imports Mr. Lloyd George said he ex- 
pected to reduce tlie demands on cargo 
space by seToral mUUmi tons. Food* 
stuffs, of which 16,000.000 tons were im- 
ported laat year, will be cut down 
nearly a million tons by lopping off 
certain luxuries, ^aper users who al- 
ready have been considerably curtail- 
ed must henceforth get along with 
only half the supply they are now re- 
ceiving, thus saving tUO.DOi) tons. Cer- 
tain savings also will be effected in 
the import of ore, which now amounts 
to 8.000.000 tons annually, and in lum- 
ber, which at present is 4.600,00d tons.

Y.) — The admiralty has announced 
that the Italian transport Minas, car- 
r>ing 1.4^ soldiers to Salooikl. has 
been sunk and that all on board ex- 
cept two men perlahed.

"A German submarine on February

Meets With Opposition ef Speaker^ 
Legislators Accused of Squandering 

Finances — State Auditor Requested 
to Furnish Report of Inedbtedness. 

(Special Frankfort Correspondence.) 

Frankfort. — By amendment to a res- 
olatlon pro p o s ed In the hoose of rep- 
resentatives by Representative Kauf- 
man, of Lancaster, calling on State 
Aailtor R. ll Oreene for comparative 
dtatements of this annual receipts and 
ezpendltares of the various stote de- 
partments from 1912 to 191g, Inclnslve. 
the house will delve into the receipts 
and expenditures of revenue agents. 

Representative Hobbs, of Lexington, 
offered this amendment, which was' 
^opted as a part of the resolntlon. 
The house will ascertain the amounts 
the revenue agents are making, not 
only for the state, but for themselves. 

Three repreaantaUves of the farm- 
ing aad real estate tateresta diseussed 
the tax bills, the former being repre- 
sented by~L. F. Johnson, of Frankfort, 
and J. K. Thompson, of Paris, a mem- 
ber of the Kentucky Taxpayers' 
Leagae. Peter Lee Athertoa, of Upls- 
ville, ap p ea r ed tor the real eatate in-' 
terests. 

-•Asserting that a governor of this 
State would be able to build up a pow- 
erful political aiBfhine If gtvea the ap- 
pointmoit of the members of the state 
tax commission, provided for in the 
tax measures pending in the house, L. 
Frank Johnson, a prominent attorney 
of this city, appeared before the hoate 
in committee of the whole aa a repre- 
sentative of the farmers. 

Mr. Johnson opposed the daaalflea- 
tion of property for taxation. The 
idea of classifying property fbr taxa- 
tion, he said, was repulsive to hias ho- 
eaaae It lifted the bardea of taxation 
from one class of property and placed 
It upon another. Any man who would 
advocate such a law, Mr. Johnson said, 
muetr be prompted by selfisb motives. 

The state of Kratucky. Mr. Johnson 
declared, would not be burdened with 
a heavy debt had not the legislatures 
since 19M squandered the state's mon- 
ey. In reply to a question propounded 
by a member as to how money had 
been squandered, Mr. JpbMpn said 
partly te the creation of eoatmtsakmB 
and the employment of special coun- 
iei for these commissions by the gov- 
erqor. 

The speaker favored a tax on coal 
and oil, saying he believed that such a 
tax would reduce the state's debt. 
There is no reason, he said, why whis- 
ky should not pay Ita legitimate part 
of the taxes. • 

Upon motion of Representative 
Kaufman. State Auditor Oreen^ was 
requested to furnish the honse with a 
report showing the total indebtedness 
of the commonwealth,"^ the average 
monthly expenses of the state govern- 
ment; a comparative stateipent of the
